I have before me four books, vwangled from 
a colléctor whose interests have changed direction. 


“Huckleberry Finn" is the brightest copy I've 
seen fora long time. But for rubbing at bottom of 
backstrip a nicer one could ardly be hoped for. Points 
are good; the obvious ones are right; 3rd state of plate 
(i.e. page 283), the earliest in any way susceptible 
of procuring; last "5" missing folio 155. The "out" is 
that corners of pp. 263-265 are missing, affecting some of 
the texte I would send you these pages out of another 
copy, if you liked; and they could be inlaid. 


“Innocents Abroad" has the points called for by 
Johnson. This book should probably be resewn, and the 
hinges restored, for it is definitely loose. But you 
would then have a very decent copy of a searce book. 


"The Gilded Age" has the points that Johnson 
mentionse It is a bright copy, but the inner hinges are 
loose. There is a question as to whether you would 
want it tightened in the case. 


"A Tramp Abroad" has the Moses frontispiece. 
Johnson mentions a difference in the underlying field 
of the frontispiece, first and second isues; I've looked 
at this under the microscope, and I can't be sure of that 
detail. 


Shall I send them to you for your inspection?

Il was very happy to see you on my recent trip to St. Louis. 

It was nice to be on the sheres of the Mississippi again, 

and to see your grand cid town once more. I was most impressed 

With yourself and your collection. Your combination of great 
enthusiasm and a flair for, and insight into, collecting has 
brought about the makings of an outstanding collection, even 
during your admittedly brief time at it. 


On the way home, I struck a bit of good luck, and was —* to 
buy some books from one of the greatest Kentucky families. I 
obtained a first edition of Jedidiah Morse's Gazetteer (1797), 
complete with ali maps and in original binding, and the former 
property of William Burwell, the private secretary to Thomas 
Jefferson($20.), and a copy "ef the 1801 Carey American Pocket 
Atlas, which was the property of C. S. Todd, a General in the 
War of 1812, and later ambassador to Russia ” ($35) Both are 
good copies "in originai leather. 


I am enciosing the pages from Huckleberry Finn. I decided to extract 
them from another copy than the one I mentioned, and these are 
probably better suited to your needs-I would sug sgest your merely 
tearing out all parts of the original pages, and running a thin 
line of paste down the backstrip, and then laying these pages above 
the string which holds the stitching together, taking care to have 
the location correct. Then run some rather dull, non-metallic ob- 
ject (as perhaps a ruler)over the points of adhesion to push the 
paper over the string as well as possible, close the book and lay 

&@ weight over it.
